British Division Unaccounted For. 


x There is a lost division. o£ troops in 
South Africa. Nothing has been heard 
for ten days of Sir Charles Warren 
and bis Fifth division, which joined 
•Buller at Frere a fe\v weeks ago. This 
complete absence of news concerning 
him, 
together with signiacant indica- 


tions, leacls to the belief that Warrea 
is attempting a flank movement -west- 
ward, hoping to turn the Boers' right. 
The impregnability of the Boer posi- 
tion at Colenso makes a frontal attack 
by Buller hopeless. Hence he must try 
other tactics. 


White in Desperate Strain. 


The position oi Ladysmith is so des- 


perate that decisive action is necessary 
to save it. Speculations about Warren 
are, of course, conjecture, owing to the 
complete censorship, but experts agree 
that Buller cannot sit idle and see La- 
dysmith fall.

The' mere 
fact however that intervention was even 
mentioned has given rise to a story 
that England, hard pressed by Germany 
to declare her attitude as to what shall 
constitute contraband, has practically 
decided to admit that flour and other 
foodstuffs are not contraband. 


This admission is construed to mean, 


and the construction is charged to the 
cabinet, that Lord Salisbury will very 
shortly request President McKinloy to 
use his offices to bring about a cessation 
of hostilities in south Africa and if pos- 
sible a permanent peace between the 
Boer and the British governments. 


Eaj,-]iiiid Slay liack Down. 


A private cablegram from Ambassador 


White to the secretary 01 state today 
conveyed the information that England 
had indicated her purpose to back down 
from her pretended right to seize and 
hold ships carrying food to Lourenzo 
Marquez, even if it is intended for the 
^Boerarmy.- The same message stated 
that the British government receded 
only under the greatest pressure, and 
because it had reason to believe that 
war feeling was running so high in Ger- 
many that Emperor William might riot 
be able to hold it in check.

When dona eiionyh to prick 
easily with a fork, tulce them out into 
a jar and .put others in to cook until all 
have been cooked. Boil the sirnp down 
to one-half of the,original cjtuiiitity and 
pour over the peaches. Seal while hot. 


Preserved Peaches.—Pare ripe bnt 


not soft petich.es; weigh them and take 
an equal quantity of sugar; put these 
together in an earthen pan overnight. 
In the morning pour oft the sirnp and 
boil a few uihrates. Set tha kettle back 
and remove the scvtm, then pluce over 
the fire. Put the peaches in when tho 
sirnp boils. Boil slowly three-quarters 
of an hour; take out the peaches and 
place them in jars. Boil the sirup a 
quarter hour longer and pour it over 
the peaches. Seal or tie thick paper 
over the jars and set in a cool place. 


Canned Peaches.—Overripe peaches 


sire not so good as others for canning 
purposes, and tin cans are best to can 
in, although I have had us good results 
with glass cans. 
Pare, halve and re- 


move seeds if freestones; .if clings, paro 
and leave whole. Cook in a thick vessel 
until done, but not irrat,hy. A pint of 
water to three quarts of peaches ia re- 
quired to cook them, and always rise 
cold water. Fill the cans full and seal 
while hot. If slass cans are used, wrap 
paper around them to insure darkness. 
Keep in a coo', ph'.ce. 


Some persons aweeten the fruit as for 


j the table when canning and have excel- 
lent results. Stewed peaches are pre- 
pared the same as for canning. 


In conclusion the writer who gives 


these recipes in The Ladies' World ad- 
visos, if freestones are used in pickling, 
canning or preserving, to tie a few of 
the seeds in ;i thin bag and cook with 
the fruit.

New Dlslicd POP WHicli Tlicy Furnlali 


FoniKliiUon or Flavor. 


The chestnut is becoming very popu- 


lar in the cuisine. 
Countless are tho 


ways in which it may appear, and. the 
housewife in search of new dishes 
would do well to turn her thoughts in 
this direction ofteuer than she has done 
hitherto. So advises a writer in the 
Boston Cooking School Magazine, in 
which, among many other hints for the 
use of this nut. appear the following: 


An excellent puree calls for one cup 


"of cooked and mashed chestnuts and 
one cup of cooked tomato. 
Mix with 


two quarts of stock, add a teaspoonful 
of celery salt, a tablespoouful of onion 
juice and a dash of cayenne. Let come 
to a boil, strain, mix in a tablespoonful 
of flour rubbed in n. tablespoonful of 
butter, boil three minutes and serve. 


For cliestirat croquettes 
mash the 


roasted nuts to a smooth paste. To one 
cup add a tabiespoonful of butter, two 
tablespoonfnls of milk, the grated peel 
of a lemon, one teaspoouful of salt, a 
dash of cayenne and the beaten yolka of 
two eggs. Form into balls the size of a 
large chestnut, dip in yolk of egg. then 
in fine urtmibs and fry in deep fat. 
Serve with lomon juice and garnish 
with parsley sprays. 


For cliestrmt mousse cm half a cnp 


of candied cherries in halves und mix 
them with one cup. lightly measured, 
of chestnut pnree.

Time was—and geologists point 
to the handwriting on the rocks to 
prove this—that the lake overtopped 
these mountains. Now it lies sluggish 
at their feet. The different shore lines 
of the past *tand out as distinctly and 
as evenly aa if a surveyor's line had 
liven run along the face of the ridges. 


Geologists believe'that the inland sea 


was once a fresh water lake. The the- 
ory is that Utah lake and Rear lake, 
fresh water bodies both, were once part 
of it and that they were separated 
from it by smi'.e convulsion of nature. 
The geological theory is that it did not 
take the lake long to become intensely 
saline after it was locked in. For its 
expanse it was shallow even then, not 
more than 1(10 feet deep at its deepest 
place, probably not that.

The Swiss newspapers announce the 


forthcoming "launch" of a new airship 
over—not on—the Lake of Constance, 
says the London News. Its inventor is 
Count von Zeppelin, a retired German 
officer, who has for many years studied 
the question of steering balloons. He 
now claims to have solved th.e prob- 
lem of the light motor. An aeroplane 
built uy him is reported to have devel- 
oped sufficient power to tow a boat on 
the River lirj at a speed o£ nine miles 
an hour. To minimize the risks'of an 
unforeseen fall the count has selected 
the Lake of Constance as the scene ot 
his decisive experiment. 
Its area of 


over 300 square miles will, he believes, 
be sufficient to enable him to execute 
all necessary evolutions. The vessel is 
"moored" at Friedrichshafe?. 
and 
is 


supported by sixty pontoons. There is 
a gas works iu the vicinity. The in- 
ventor keeps the mechanism of his air- 
ship secret and has taken stringent pre- 
cautions to warn off tbe curious. All 
that is" known is that the vessel's pro- 
portions are immense—over 550 feet 
long and nearly fifty feet in diameter. 
It is cylindrical, with conical extremi- 
ties, and is divided'internally by strong 
partitions. 
The "hull" 
is 
of 
silk, 


stretched over a skeleton of aluminum. 
The power is supplied by two motors, 
placed beneath 
the' cylinder, one at 


'each end. The propelling principle is 
the ordinary screw, but there are three 
special devices for steering. Count von, 
Zeppelin declares that his machine will 
le able to rise to a height of over 3,000 
feet, lift a weight of nearly two tons,
